HP DeskJet printers are in contention, and their calculators 
for the LONGEST time had NO equal. Sorry TI!! But 

the old HP-35 was the first and best of it's type, then the 
HP-45 nailed the coffin in the pretenders. Eventually HP 
got knocked off, but some even today have no equal, 

like the HP-16c for programmers, or the ‘financial’ model 
(which I don't have).

We use HP printers exclusively at my office. I can remember setting up 
some of the older LaserJets back in the mid-80s, and they are still 
running. I liked the 1100A laser printer on my desk so much that I bought 
one for home, and recently bought my wife a DeskJet 1220C to replace her 
old and ailing 560C. Good stuff! 


As far as calculators, when we went back to college in the late-70s, the 
15C was a mainstay for both of us, and the 16C for me as a Computer 
Science major. Unfortunately, the 16C seems to have given up the fight 
for no good reason, as replacing the batteries and cleaning the contacts 
didn't seem to turn it on. I have since bought a 32SII, which can handle 
the base conversions as well as the scientific functions. 


Anyone know if HP will still repair the 16C? I miss it, in a way! 


The TI calculators that I had seemed to suffer from a number of problems. 
The early scientific and programmers' models were prone to battery pack/ 
wall-wart failures. Seems like the failure of one destroyed the other. 

I paid a TI Tech Rep $150 for a scientific calculator in the mid-70s; 
today they're a throwaway item. Later TI calculators were made cheaply, 
with poor tactile feedback as compared with HP. I haven't looked at TI 
calculators recently, but looks as if the TI-86 might be a good one. It's 
required for the calculus-series courses at the college where my wife 
teaches. 


My wife never would touch the TI calculators, or any other with algebraic 
notation as opposed to RPN, after using the 15C in her engineering 
studies. I'm bilingual, but still prefer the RPN 32SII.

This Manhattan-style "bag o parts" kit contains all components and most 
materials needed to construct a functional 17m transverter. Contents 
include: 

1) all circuit components (R, C, L, toroid cores & magnet wire, 
semiconductors, IC's, 

2) pre-cut copper-clad pcb material for the base board and Rx converter 
board, 

3) strips of pcb material for the builder to snip off to form the 
Manhattan pads, and 

4) a 26-page manual offering detailed technical description and 
construction information. 


All that's needed in addition to the Kit is some SuperGlue for the Manhattan 
pads and some hookup wire and mini-coax for board interconnect. 


Jim Kortge, K8IQY presents the design and construction of a CW transverter 
for 17 meters in the well-written and beautifully laid out Technical Manual. 
The 4017 design uses a 40-meter transceiver as the source for basic receive 
and transmit functions. As configured, it will put out 3 -watts of r.f. 
when driven with 2-watts. More output power is available with higher drive. 
Solid state T/R switching is incorporated for transmit and receive, so no 
external T/R switching is needed. 


Two versions of the receive converter are presented. The first, which uses 
an active NE602 mixer, is easier to build, but is more susceptible to 
overload by very strong signals. The second version uses a commercial diode 
double balanced mixer (MiniCircuits LMX-113) that provides much better 
strong signal performance, but is a bit more complicated to build. (Parts 
for the second converter are provided in the 4017 Kit. Also, an ADE-1 mixer 
is provided in place of the LMX-113.) 


The transmit strip uses another LMX-113 DBM (ADE-1), along with a transistor 
line-up comprised of a 2N2222, 2N5109, and a 2SC1945 final. Two additional 
2N2222s and a 2N2907 device are employed for local oscillator and 1r.f. 


detector/switch functions. 


Multiple "on-air" contacts have confirmed the unit functions quite well, and 
is an inexpensive way to provide 17 meter coverage for those who don't have 
this capability. 


NOTE: This kit is best suited for intermediate homebrewers who are 
comfortable with building projects Manhattan-style. Guidelines and 
instruction concerning this style of homebrewing can be found online on 
K8IQY and K7Q0O websites, and in QRP Homebrewer issue #2 (Winter 2000). The 
4017 is less complicated as compared to the popular 2N2/40 Transceiver, and 
construction time is estimated to be about 10 hours.

Gang, 


If there is one fault I can give the K-1, it's the "jerkiness" of the 
tuning. It's not REAL jerky, but enough so that I notice it. I built 
mine with the 80Khz bandwidth, but to be honest I'd really like to have 
the full 150Khz bandwidth on 40m so I could use it for the cub fox hunt. 
I don't however want to give up the finer tuning when using it in the 


lower part of the 40m band. IOW's, I want the best of both worlds. 


The problem is, you can't build it with 150Khz on one band and 80Khz on 
the other. The other problem as I see it is that if the tuning is 
"Jerky" with the 80Khz bandwidth, it's probably even worse with the 
wider bandwidth. I don't want the wider bandwidth to be a permanent 
thing. 


So what I'd like to do is come up with a way to switch in the wider 
bandwidth when needed. 


I'm pretty much a follower when it comes to building radios - I know 
about enough to be dangerous. My thought was to either hard wire a 
switch between the wide and narrow caps, or use a relay like the ones 
that are used elsewhere in the K-1. 


Anyone here have any thoughts on how to accomplish this? Thanks, 73

Hi Denny and the gang: 


Yes indeed, corrosion on the copper radiator wire has exactly 

the same effect - it creates a lot of loss where-ever it is in 

an r.f. wave travel path. It becomes the dielectric through which 

the propagating r.£ wave must pass into order to be radiated. Remember 
that a parallel feedline cancels 180-deg out of phase up/down 

waves because they interact between the two conductors -- so, 

loss is probably accompanied by a lot more radiation from the 
feedline. 


Interestingly enough, a QRP'r sent me NBS tests from way way 
back in the early 1920's which dealt exactly with the effect 

of corrosion. Amazing results! With respect to using stranded 
wire for the radiator, the report observed that this was not a 
good idea because of the currents that were set up by all the 
strands bucking each other etc. I've used only solid since then. 


An infrequent drawback of ladder line (with the rectangles cut 

out etc.) occurs during a snow strom like we had here yesterday and 
last night -- very wet snow and, believe it or not, absolutey no 
wind (this is SD!). Due to the lack of wind, the snow began 
accummulating on the ladder line even though it runs vertically 
for 20-ft down from the antenna. As the night progressed, the temp 
dropped and it frooze in place. I had a fabulous run of 40 QSOs 

in the first hour of my brief NA Sprint, then took off a couple 

of hours, came back down, and had to totally retune the ATU. By 
then, the rectangles were solid ice. This affected the impedance 
of the line and probably set up a nice loss situation. I had to 
work harder to make another 20 QSO's. Must not have been totaly 
frozen yet because I had to seriously retune again this morning 
when visual inspection showed the whole feedline was iced. 


This is the first time this has happened because the snow always 
comes down horizontally, to mix directions! Nothing stays anywhere 


unless it is a drift pattern.

A feed method proposed and demonstrated by Prof Mike Underhill, G3LHZ 
at the RSGB 2000 HF Convention is to make a long gamma match. 


Ground one side of the tunning cap, and connect the outer of the 

coax feed to this point. Connect a lenght of ordinary pvc wire to the 
coax centre, and loosely wrap it round the loop and clip it to the 
loop with an alligator clip about 3/4 of the way round the loop (ie 
the mirror image of the place where you would expect for a gamma 
match. This match is much less critical than the normal gamma match 
arrangement. 


Also note that at QRP powers there is no need for anything special 

in the way of a capacitor. G4FYY and myself have been working 
stations in Europe on 20m using a 12 inch diameter loop made from 
3/32 dia wire and an ordinary broadcast cap, in the arrangement above. 
The loops tune 7MHz through 28MHz and we have been running 40W 

with the loop sitting on top of the rig. 


One final note, the assymetry in the loop feed seems to give the antenna 
a useful front to back ratio.

My nephew came to me for some help with a school project this weekend. He 

wanted to know how to build a crystal radio. I guess many of us built them 
as children and I owe my life long fascination with radio to the fun I had 
with crystal rigs at a young age. 


I guess I told and showed my nephew more than he really wanted to know 
about the little sets and we got him one working using a diode, but after 
he left I continued to play around with the ability to pick up radio waves 
out of the air with hardly anything at all. 


While reading some messages on the 80 meter Warbler in the shack, I 
gathered up a high impedance earphone, some 22 gauge wire,a diode, some 
pyrite fragments, some aluminum foil, tape, cardboard, a toilet paper roll 
tube, etc and went to playing. In no time I had the best crystal radio I 
ever built in my whole life . . .I was proud of myself. 


Now I know crystal rigs are simple and not really much of an electronic 
wonder anymore, but in just a few minutes, using fairly common materials 
and a bit of natural mineral as a detector, I had constructed a radio 
receiver that I could tune from around 900 KHz up to about 1800 KHz . 

.It picked up two local AM stations, another couple of AM stations and 
prize of them all radio Japan. I even heard a local ham on SSB splattering 
around on the high end of the band spread. 


Yeah, I know all the theory about how electromagnetic waves travel, how 
they are produced and how they are detected, but this is fascinating stuff 
when you really think about it. Grabbing that tiny bit of electricity out 
of the air and manipulating it to reproduce the human intelligence it 
contains, is pretty heady stuff. 


Anyway, doing some of the simplest things again, that are a part of our 
hobby, sometimes lets one again see what fascinating things we are playing 
with here.

A 12K 
resistor puts mine at about the right spot. I'm feeding mine from the 
earphone connection on my Compac laptop. 


I leave the resistor in line while using my PSK-20 also and it seems to be 
about right for it too. While on the subject of the PSK-20, most stations 
seem to favor the lower side of the frequency range and that range seems to 
have a lot less noise . . my rig drops off in output drastically in that 
part of the range even though my tuner is correctly set for operation 
there. Are other PSK-20 users experiencing those same conditions or do I 
have a little something wrong to cause mine to react in such a manner?

What I was suggesting is perhaps the Pot itself is not linear. Either the 
composition of the resistance in the Pot is not exact or the slider isn't 
making good contact. If the resistance is not linear, you would see a jump 
at the same frequency each time. If the slider isn't making good contact, 
the jumps would be random. Could be a bad bunch of Pots or maybe just a 
characteristic of the ones as manufactured. 


They ain't cheap - Rat Shack sells a 100K 10 turn Pot for $18.99. No 
guarantee it would be better but they do take them back if it doesn't work.

Transverter. It would be perhaps a little limiting with its small tuning 
range ... 7.032-7.040 in stock condition translating to 18.032-18.040 on 
17m. Additionally, you'd miss the QRP calling frequency of 18.069 (or is it 
18.096?), but it would still be quite usable. 


One could conceivably put it into the same enclosure that is selected for 
the 4017, making a dedicated 17m rig. (Might limit ultimate frequency 
coverage on 17m that one could get with a wider-tuning 40m transceiver, but 
certainly do-able.) 


Heck, one could also build one of the NorCal BLT tuners into tthat same 
enclosure as well. And if the various mods are done to the SMK-1 (keyer, 


superhet, expanded tuning range, et al), it would make it a truly 
self-contained and portable rig.

I finally made a test jig from my Wife's donated rubber maid storage 
container. The thing measures 8.5" x 8.5". Now every thing's mounted and 
secure. While mounting the rig in the test jig, I pressed too hard in the 
wrong place and broke a lead on L2. I counted the windings and found them at 
34 instead of 39, decided to rewind and resolder. Checked Y6 at U3 and the 
oscillator is still not running. I found a green corrosion on CE so I 
removed it and checked with my LCR meter. It's open, no surprise here. I 
removed the trimmer from L4 and replaced it with that one. I'll deal with 
that area later. Still not oscillating! At this point, I think I should say 
something about removing components from circuits and testing them. Over the 
years I've found this not to be a good practice. Some times when you remove 
a component, the heat from the soldering iron will heal the component and it 
will check good. You will then reinstall it and the circuit will work just 
fine, leaving you with a mystery. This is especially true of capacitors and 
transistors. We use to have an expression to describe this phenomenon, we 
would say that it (popped on), and sure enough, a week or two later the 
radio would come back into the shop with the same symptoms. So with that 
said, it is a good practice to test the circuit with the component installed 
and only remove it for testing as a last resort. In this particular case, 
the component had damage that was visible, and that's all I have to say 
about that. 


I see in the paper work provided by Larry, a new and improved transmit and 
receive crystal oscillator circuit. Could it be the old circuit design came 
up a little short. I must say, when I first looked at this crystal 
oscillator design, not being an engineer, I was a little baffled at how it 
was going to function. I think I have my answer. I performed the 
modification as described and low and behold, it works. While I'm at it I'll 


do the same forY1. I could not mount L5 on top of the PCB without the leads 
touching Y6's case, so I mounted it on the bottom.This just gets funner and 
funner all the time. The Modification on Y1 went just as advertised with all 
components on top of the PCB. Y1 now oscillates with key down (whoopee). 
Reinstalled a trimmer cap at the L4 position. I also found a .QO01MF cap at 
the gate of the MPF102 transmitter buffer FET. Replace with a 12PF. Will it 
never end? Well it's time to go and chew on some more Rolaids. Tim

There should be no irregular jumps in the K1 tuning range set at 80 kHz with the 
10 turn pot. We will send you a new pot immediately. 


Another way to get more bandwidth while retaining a smaller turning range of 80 
kHz or less is to switch in an additional amount of capacitance across the VFO 
tank circuit (from the gate of Q8 to ground) to shift the range. Remove some 
turns from L1 to shift the tuning range to the upper frequencies with the 
additional capacitance out and then chose the appropriate capacitance to switch 
in to move it to the lower range. 


This was a fairly common mod on the NorCal40 and similar rigs. Make sure to use 
NPO or COG capacitors to maintain stability.

An SMK-1 would indeed drive the transverter up to some power 
level higher than the output of the stock SMK-1, but I don't 
know how much power that rig puts out. As for getting the 
transverter on the correct frequencies, I would probably opt 

for changing the two transverter crystals to 11.059 MHz units, 
instead of the stock 11.000 MHz units and add a bit of inductance 
in series with the crystals to bring them back down in frequency 
some. That should put you into the center of the CW band on 

17, but the tuning indications won't be nice as it is with the 
11.000 MHz crystals. Gotta give up something here though to 
make it work with a limited frequency range exciter.

Under the heading of "Too Lazy to Read all of my Antenna Books" comes this 
question for the group mind: 


In a fit of uncharacteristic energy, I strung up an antenna in the rafters 
of my garage. It was ostensibly for receiving but I got to thinking after 
reading some of the posts on the small transmitting loops. The antenna is 
approximately a horizontal square about 12 feet off the ground approximately 
16 feet on a side and fed at the midpoint of one side (as opposed to fed at 
the corner). As it now stands, it is a folded dipole with the ends 
approximately one foot from each other at the midpoint of the side opposite 
of that being fed. It appears to be resonant at approximately 8.5 MHz 
although I cannot get a 1:1 SWR at that point. 


Given all of this information, mightn't I optimize the performance if I made 
a loop out of it? I should think that would warm the clouds directly over my 
head, etc. but I wanted to throw this out to see what others might suggest 
doing with such a setup. 


All contributions gratefully accepted and I promise to follow up with any 
technical research necessary.

Wireless Inventor Al Gross Dies 

PHOENIX (AP) - Al Gross, inventor of the walkie-talkie and a father of 
wireless communication, once said he believed he was born 35 years too 
soon. 

He died Dec. 21 in Sun City Arizona at age 82. 

When Gross, who was born in Toronto and grew up in Cleveland, 
demonstrated 

his prototype pager at a medical conference in 1956, it flopped. Doctors 
told him they didn't want to be bothered during their golf games. 
Decades later, it delighted him to see such wide use of cellular phones 
and 

pagers, a technological offshoot from his first devices. 

He earned a degree in electrical engineering at Cleveland's Case School 
of 

Applied Science, now Case Western Reserve University. 

Seeing the potential for walkie-talkies, the military recruited Gross 
into 


the Office of Strategic Services, the precursor of the Central 
Intelligence 

Agency. 

There he developed a ground-to-air, battery-operated radio that could 
transmit up to 30 miles. The device is credited with saving lives during 
World War II. 

After the war, he formed the Citizens Radio Corp. in Cleveland to 
produce 

two-way radios for the public. His successful gave Gross the freedom and 
money to continue inventing. 

In 1949 he devised the first wireless pager. That was followed in 1951 
by 

his wireless telephone. In 1959 he began to work in the aerospace 
industry, 

contributing critical work for digital timing devices in Titan, Atlas 
and 

Minuteman missiles. 

He contributed to pop culture came in the late 1940s, when Dick Tracy 
cartoonist Chester Gould visited the Gross workshop. Gould saw two items 
that sparked a brainstorm: a watch with a built-in beeper and a wireless 
microphone. 

“*Can I use this?'' he asked the inventor, who agreed. 

In 1948, the comic strip detective made his debut as a crime fighter 
aided 

by a two-way wrist radio. 

Gross' ideas, for which he held many patents, were so far advanced that 
most 

expired before the world was ready for his inventions, and he didn't 
make 

much money.
